Charge Shopmen Sanctioned Violence 


Chicago, Sept. 13.—Officials of the 
railroad shopmen's unions sanctioned 
and encouraged violence by striking 
members, federal 
attorneys charged 
today in United States district court 
here. 
A. W. McLaughlin, assistant to At­ 
torney General H a rry M. Daugherty, 
in arguing before Judge James H. Wil­ 
kerson, on making the government in­ 
junction to break the strike perm a­ 
nent, declared: 
“We intend to show that the union 
officials were not acting in good faith 
when they claimed they did not a p ­ 
prove of violence. 
The evidence will 
disclose that they actually urged their 
men to do everything possible to hin­ 
der traffic.” 
When Donald Richberg, attorney for 
the unions, attempted to 
demand 
a 
classification of the 
evidence 
which 
the government is presenting, in order 
to speed up proceedings, federal coun­ 
sel said they expected to complete 
their arguments by Saturday noon 
Judge Wilkerson said the hearing 
would have to be completed within 
the ten day period over which the 
temporary injunction was extended as 
the writ could not be continued in 
force another period. 
Richberg said refusal of the govern­ 
ment attorney to classify their affida­ 
vits, would force him to make a sep- 
erate argument on each piece of evi­ 
dence presented which would result 
in continuing the arguments several 
weeks.

“ All of the evidence on that sub­ 
ject indicates that the British anti 
French leaders were responsible for 
the armistice and it. wa** entered Mi­ 
te over the protest of the responsi­

T h e business men of Brainerd have been aroused to a point 
where they are ready to undertake a really 'big task in prepar 
ing for the return of one of the community’s greatest assets 
This involves the expenditure of several thousands of dollars, so 
that the tourists, who are a vast business boon to the city, may 
be fittingly received, informed, assisted, housed and entertained, 
when they come again after the snows of winter and the rains of 
the springtime have washed once more the face of Minnesota 
Nor are the business men forgetting the visitors who come north 
for the fishing and hunting during the fall months.

DEBATE LIMITED 
ON SOLDIERS BONUS 


(B y United Press.) 
Washington, Sept. 13.—With debate 
limited, the house today tackled the 
conference report on the tariff act of 
1922 with every assurance that the 
bill would be passed and rushed to 
the senate before night. 
Administration leaders in the lower 
chamber were anxious to get the tar­ 
iff out of the way as quickly as pos­ 
sible so that the decks may be cleared 
for the house bill, now expected to 
develop into a stiff fight because of 
elimination of the reclamation amend-
